Los Angeles, (AP) - On 
Thursday, the jury deliberating 
the San Francisco dog mauling 
case returned with five guilty ver- 
dicts. Marjorie Knoller was found 
guilty on second degree murder, 
involuntary manslaughter, and 
owning a mischievous dog. She 
faces 15 to life in prison on the 
second degree murder conviction. 

Robert Noel was found guilty 
of involutary manslaughter and 
owning a mischievous dog. He 
faces up to four years in prison. 
Sentencing was set for May 10, 
2002. 

On Wednesday, the jury 
asked to rehear testimony defen- 
dant Robert Noel gave during 
grand jury hearings before the 
trial. 

They asked for Noel's testi- 
mony about the aggression of his 
dogs and about one incident in 
which a neighbor and his wife 
were allegedly the subject of a 
scary confrontation in the build- 
ing where they lived. 

The request was announced 
Just moments after the seven-man, 
five-woman jury resumed delib- 
erations in the case. 

Noel and his wife are on trial 
for the two giant dogs' fatal attack 
on a woman who also lived in the 
apartment building.

Peruvian President vows crackdown 
on terrorists after Lima bomb attack 


Lima, Peru (EFE).- Peru- 
vian President Alejandro Toledo 
vowed a quick, tough, and ef- 
fective response Thursday after 
unidentified terrorists killed at 
least nine people in a car bomb 
attack on a shopping center near 
the U.S. Embassy in Lima. 

“Democracy doesn't have to 
be synonymous with weakness 
and my government will respond 
firmly and energetically to the 
terrorist threat,” Toledo said in 
Peruvian radio pickups from 


Monterrey, Mexico where he was 
attending the Development Fi- 
nance summit. 

Toledo said he would cut 
short his stay and return to Lima, 
where a car bomb exploded about 
50 yards from the U.S. Embassy 
only three days before U.S. Presi- 
dent George W. Bush is to visit 
Peru.

tions need more money. 

Here's the story that's being 
spoon-fed to us by an unchalleng- 
ing media: In this "war on‘terror- 
ism,” the president has the unilat- 
eral right to declare an open- 
ended war and to expand it when- 
ever he sees fit — abroad and at 
home. (In a nation of laws, if the 
president doesn't have that author- 
ity, then all he needs is to simply 
pass a new one.) To conduct this 
war, he's begun handing out "hu- 
man rights credits" to the military 
thugs who are willing to assist us 
in our efforts to ensure our safety, 
freedoms and way of life. Inciden- 
tally, the "axis of evil" has now 
expanded to include seven na- 
tions, which entitles them to be 
nuked. In the Middle East, Israel 
never engages in terror and vio- 
lence. It only responds to it. 

(Indiscriminate military kill- 
ings of innocents and military 
death squad assassinations are 
simply acts of "self-defense.”) 
Rather than bringing the warring 
parties together, the United States, 
up to this point, has simply stood 
by. 

We now have a shadow gov- 
ernment (without the prior knowl- 
edge of Congress), silence ts the 
official national anthem and we 
now have "disappeared" prison- 
ers at home and abroad. We have 
an Office of Homeland Security 
and color codes, and a truth min- 
istry to keep everyone in line. 

Finally, in response to the 
Enron debacle, the president calls 
for more secrecy, deregulation 
and a free pollution rein for the 
same energy corporations that 
have converted the EPA into the 
Environmental Pollution Author 
my 

You get the picture, thus the 
need for “unreading.” Recently, 
University of California protessor 
Inez Hernandez described a simi 
lar process as "the release of un 
conscious energy” (not to be con- 
fused with vegging out). 


Unreading ts the antithesis of 
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swallowing government and cor- 
porate fish stories whole, and it's 
the antidote to intellectual dis- 
equilibrium. I believe it actually 
has to be a conscious process. 
Patrisia and I listen to birds to 
deprogram ourselves. They rarely 
lie, and it beats watching the un- 
questioning news. We also take 
part in a talking circle that teaches 
us not to talk, but to listen, and 
we're part of a storyteller's group 
where we learn the ancient tradi- 
tion of communicating truths. 

While unreading, I often lis- 
ten to music from the 1930s or 
invent songs in Nahuatl. Other 
times, I ponder about what moti- 
vates those who speak of defend- 
ing rights and freedoms — yet are 
the first ones to willingly give 
them up to government, while 
they spew out hate and insist on 
suppressing debate. 

Unreading is similar to the 
Mayan concept of "Panche be": 
to seek the root of the truth. It's 
very simple. You simply focus, 
then you follow your heart. It also 
involves finding a balance be- 
tween the heart, mind, body and 
spirit. 


Its while I'm on the verge of 


achieving this balance when 
Patrisia usually blurts out, "Why 
don't you mow the lawn now and, 
if you like, you can unmow it 
later.”

"Our future students" I re- 


marked to a colleague as we > 


looked at a bus full of mostly His- 
panics kids who were visiting the 
college where I work. 

Hispanics in California are 
growing by leaps and bounds. A 
recent study by UCLA research- 
ers showed that Hispanic moth- 
ers had 247,796 (47%) of the 
521,265 babies born in California 
in 1998, while non-Hispanic 
mothers had 33%. 

Soon Hispanics in California 
will be the majority of the young 
adult workforce. The demo- 
graphic future of the California 
population is evident in today's 
delivery rooms. 

Other states have seen 
smaller but still significant gains 
in the population numbers of His- 
panics. In 23 American states His- 
panics form the largest ethnic 
minority. 

The increase in Hispanic 
population often causes concern 
to Californians. 

Fresh in the minds is former 
Governor Pete Wilson who 


jumped on the anti-immigration 
bandwagon about the growth of 


Hispanics. Wilson used voters' 
worry about the immigrant "cost" 
to California as a significant is- 
sue to get reelected. 

The need to control our bor- 
ders was also evident in other 
popular votes through the initia- 
tive ballots. California passed 
three propositions whose funda- 
mental aim was to deal with the 
growth of Hispanics. 

Proposition 187, approved by

California voters and later de- 
clared illegal by the courts, took 
away benefits from undocu- 
mented workers in California. 

Two other propositions fo- 
cused on the question of language 
but also had the tinge of anti- 
Hispanism. The first one, in 1986, 
declared English the official lan- 
guage of the state. 

The other, Proposition 227, 
adopted in 1998, virtually elimi- 
nated bilingual education from 
the golden state. 

The primary concern about 
the growth of Hispanics is that 
they are not going to American- 
ize as immigrants did in the past 
because they retain their language 
and culture. It's easy for Califor- 
nians to see their state become 
part of Mexico as it was a few 
centuries ago. 

That is false strategy for 
Mexican immigrants who have no 
desire to turn California into the 
third world country they fled.

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tion. Although in recent elections 
some politicians have made use 
of foreign languages, particularly 
Spanish, to court voters, the fact 
remains that knowing English is 
essential for getting elected to 
public office. 

Demographic changes re- 
quire careful planning for the fu- 
ture of California, particularly in 
education. More needs to be done 
to make sure Hispanics, who by 
and large are poor, have equal 
access to quality education. Class 
size, already reduced up to third 
grade, needs to be expanded to 
include the other grades. But ad- 
ditional compensatory education 
needs to occur to bridge the gap 
between rich and poor. Everyone 
knows that education does not 
start when kids walk into the 
classroom. By age five kids have 
already had quite a bit of educa- 
tion at home. If the "home" edu- 
cation has been weak because of 
poverty, compensatory education 
will be required to even the play- 
ing field so that all kids have a 
chance at success. 

Given the significant in- 
crease in the Hispanic workforce 
in the future we must make sure 
that these new babies are educated 
well if California is to maintain 
its strong economy which rivals 
that of most independent coun- 
tries, 

Hispanics will certainly co- 
operate, particularly those born 
outside of the U.S., for the last 
thing they want to do is turn Cali- 
fornia or the U.S. in the country 
that forced them to emigrate in the 
first place. It's not just in their in- 
terest but it's also in ours.

Aschroft anunció nueva oleada 
de detenciones en busca de pistas

Alexandria — (Virginia). 
(EFE).- El secretario de Justicia 
de EE.UU., John Ashcroft, anun- 
ció ayer jueves que llamará a 
comparecer ante la policía a "unos 
3.000" extranjeros, para entrevis- 
tas voluntarias, como parte de los 
esfuerzos contra la amenaza del 
terrorismo. 

Sería la segunda tanda de 
miles de inmigrantes residentes 
en Estados Unidos a los que con- 
vocarían los grupos especiales de 
seguridad policial contra el te- 
rrorismo para intensos interro- 
gatorios, desde los atentados 
terroristas del 1,1 de septiembre. 

Estas citas han desatado 
agrias protestas y denuncias de las 
organizaciones de defensa de los 
derechos civiles y de los inmi- 
grantes, por considerar que violan 
la Constitución de EE.UU. 

Durante una visita de ayer a

Jerusalem (AP) - Israeli 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon on 
Tuesday said Yasser Arafat could 
travel to an Arab summit next 
week if a cease-fire is in place, 
but also indicated Arafat might 
not be allowed to return if there 
are terror attacks while he is away. 

In another incentive for a 
truce, visiting U.S. Vice President 
Dick Cheney said he would meet 
Arafat if it is achieved. It would 
be Arafat's highest-level contact 
with the Bush administration. 

With a crucial meeting of se- 
curity commanders set for 
Wednesday, both sides were say- 
ing that a truce to halt 18 months 
of Palestinian-Israeli violence 
could be declared afterward. 

Ending a 24-hour visit to Is 
rael, Cheney said he expected 
Arafat to take decisive steps to 
end Palestinian attacks on Israe- 
lis by the end of the week. “I can 
not emphasize enough how im- 
portant it will be this week for 
Chairman Arafat to take the steps 
to get the cease-fire started.” he 
_ Said at a news conference with 
Israeli Prime Minister Artel 
Sharon.

If that occurs, Cheney said, he 
would be ready to meet Arafat “in 
the period ahead, at a site in the 
region to be determined.” 

A meeting with Cheney 
would mark Arafat's highest-level 
contact yet with the Bush admin- 
istration. 

Sharon expressed his expec- 
tations of Arafat at the summit and 
added an implied warning. 

“We would expect that he will 
speak on the importance of peace 
and regional stability,” Sharon 
said. Answering a question about 
whether Arafat would be allowed 
to return to the Palestinian terri- 
tories after the summit Sharon 
said, “If it turns out that he didn't 
act in that way, the Cabinet will 
meet, and will have to make a de- 
cision. | wouldn't rule out any 
possibilities.” 

Sharon softened a number of 
his positions before and during 
Cheney's visit — he pulled Israeli 
troops out of Palestinian-run ar- 
eas, he dropped his demand of 
seven days of absolute calm be- 
fore the truce, and raised the pros- 
pect of Arafat traveling abroad. 

In a meeting between Israeli 
and Palestinian security officials 
on Monday. Israel presented its 
timetable for implementing the 
Tenet plan and said it needed 
about a month to carry out its ob- 
ligations, Palestinian security of- 
fictals said. These include rede- 
ploying the army to positions held 
before the fighting began

El término anemia, designa un conjunto de 
síntomas y signos, manifestación de algún 
padecimiento de fondo que será necesario definir 
para dar un tratamiento adecuado. 

La anemia se presenta por deficiencia de hierro 
en la alimentación, pérdida de sangre (común en 
mujeres en edad reproductiva), por factores que 
interfieran en la producción y reemplazo de los 
glóbulos rojos o que aceleren la destrucción de 
glóbulos rojos. disminución de la hemoglobina o 
una hemoglobina que no cumpla con sus funciones 

Al presentarse cualquiera de estos trastornos, 
tendremos deficiente flujo de oxígeno a las células 
y la severidad de los síntomas puede variar de leves 
a Severos. 

Hay diferentes formas de anemia producida por 
padecimientos que van desde trastornos del corazón. 
enfermedad de los riñones, del hígado, de la tiroides, 
trastornos de la coagulación, leucemia, problemas 
de la plaquetas, enfermedades hereditarias como la 
hemofilia y disminuida ingesta de hierro con la 
dieta, solo para nombrar unas pocas.

El estudio 
anotó la asociación directa de bajos niveles de 
ferritina y pérdida de cabello en estas pacientes 

Si la anemia es causada por deficiencia de hierro 
o ácido fólico, se recomendarán cambios en la dicta 
y suplementos. Los suplementos más recomendados 
son los de "gluconato de hierro” que se absorben 
más fácilmente en el aparato digestivo que el "sulfato 
de hierro” y por lo general el hierro en “liquido” es 
mejor aceptado por el aparato digestivo que en forma 
de tabletas. 

Consulte con su médico la dosis adecuada, ya 
que el exceso de hierro pude producir dolor abdomi 
nal, desbalance nutricional y otros trastornos 
especialmente en los niños 

Si la anemia es causada por pérdida de sangre, 
el tratamiento dependerá de la causa del sangrado, 
ya sea sangrado menstrual, úlceras del estómago o 
cualquier otra causa. 

La buena nutrición es fundamental en la 
prevención y tratamiento de la anemia. Se 
recomienda agregar alimentos ricos en vitaminas y 
minerales como cereales y pan enriquecido con 
hierro, papas, zanahorias, tomate, brocoli, carne 
roja, hígado, pollo, almendras y mariscos 

La investigación señala que el hierro que 
proviene de fuente animal, es mejor absorbido que 
el hierro de que obtenemos de las plantas. La 
vitamina C ayuda en la absorción de hierro, por lo 
que se recomienda tomar jugos de frutas cítricas y 
evitar bebidas de soda. antiácidos. té negro y cafe 
con cafeína, que interfieren con la absorción de 
hierro en el aparato digestivo 

Si tiene niveles bajos de ácido fólico consuma 
hongos. vegetales de hoja verde. hígado, huevos, 
leche y frutas cítricas. Tenge presente que las frutas 
deberán de consumirse naturales y los vegetales 
cocinados livianamente porque el calor destruye el 
ácido fólico

These 
qualities make a vacation to 
Yucatan one of the safest you may 
encounter anywhere. 

Haciendas and “Undiscov- 
ered” Beach Resorts: 

Near Ek Balam, an important 
archeological zone north of the 
city of Valladolid, Hacienda San 
Miguel is one of the many work- 
ing ranches and renovated hene- 
quen plantations that offer reason- 
ably-priced cabin accommoda- 
tions, swimming pools, bar and 
restaurant service. Surrounded by 
jungle, Hacienda San Miguel is 
ideal for a family with differing 
vacation tastes. Bull Clinton, the 
patriarch of the corral entrance, 
oversees the coming and goings 
of guests for horseback riding. 
biking, hiking, and visits to the 
nearby colonial city of Valladolid 
(100 miles east of Merida and 
about half way to Cancun). Simi- 
lar rustic and quiet accommoda- 
tions are springing up throughout 
the state, are inexpensive, and are 
generally located near several 
unusual points-of-interest. 

A report on adventure in Yu- 
catan would be remiss without 
including information on the 
white sand beach resorts along the 
Gulf of Mexico. Largely undis- 
covered by American tourists, 
these playgrounds for sun-lovers 
are a holiday Mecca for vacation- 
ers with diverse tastes. For a daily 
fee, guests get all-you-can-eat and 
drink, as well as 24-hour ameni- 
ties and lodging in luxury accom- 
modations. Although one can 
sweat within the resort param- 
eters, using the gyms, pools, and 
participating in sand tournaments; 
there is also the sport fishing, 
wind-sailing, and biking through 
16th Century villages. Nature- 
lovers and intellectuals can also 
take one of many side-trips to 
some very atypical locations. 

The port city of Progresso, 
the Reef Hotel, and many other 
Gulf resort locations, are the take- 


off points for one-of-a-kind ac- 
tivities. Visit Celeste or the lesser 
visited Vaymitun nature reserves, 
known as a place of rest and feed- 
ing for rare pink flamingos. They 
migrate within the state. Briefly 
walk into the understated Salinas 
de Xcambo, the prehispanic area 
of power where the Maya com- 
mercialized the production of the 
salt from the ocean waters. Salt 
was very important to early trade 
and them «dominance 
throughout ancient Mesoamerica. 


gave 


The Maya still use the salinas to 
gather salt. Go snorkeling in one 
of many petenes, freshwater 
oasis’s found in the middle of 
coastal swamps and estuaries that 
nurture huge trees and incredible 
flora, exotic birds, and endan 

gered wildlife. 

Pyramids, Cenotes, and 
Caves: 

Magnificent pyramids and at 
cheological zones range from the 
very developed Chichen Ita and 
Uxmal with elaborate restaurants 
and bars, museums. educational 
bookstores, sound-and-light shows, 
tamed jungle, and translated tours; 
to the ruggedly newer excavations 
of Ek Balaam, Labnan and Kabah 
You can stay at full-service hotels, 
renovated haciendas. or at single 
proprietor retreats somewhat like 
rustic family bread-and-breakfast 
places in the jungle that include 
cabanas for singles or for families. 
The amenities vary from place to 
place. as do the presence of shy 
iguanas, florescent butterflies. and 
amazing birds. 

Local transportation ts prima 
rily by car, motorcycle. bicycle. 
and the delightfully low-tech 
“rickshaw-style™ bike-motoreycle 
combo taxis. Horses can be rented 
for exploring the jungle, a haci 


‘enda, or for riding into town 


In several locations such as at 
Ikkil near Chichen Itza. tourist 


cabanas and restaurant-bars have 
been built next to or near stunning 
cenotes. The state has no rivers, 
but there is estimated to be more 
or less 4,000 cenotes of various 
sizes and depths. Only about 60 
cenotes have been explored. and 


fewer have been developed for 
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eco-tourism. Dzonot, the Maya 
word that means “well,” is the 
derivation of the Spanish word 
cenote. Historically, in all of 


north Yucatan where it is very arid 
with a lot of limestone rock and 
shallow top soil, the cenote was 
the best provider of water. The 
rocks are porous and rain water 
easily filters down into the under- 
ground aquifers. 

The experience of swimming, 
snorkeling, or diving in the crys- 
talline warm waters of a cenote 
or underground river varies from 
staggeringly challenging to su- 
premely relaxing. Every site 1s 
unique. but it is best to go in the 
early hours before the clay cen- 
ote floor is stirred by the action 
of the swimmers. The clarity of 
the water is astonishing. 

While you are sipping a cuba 
libre from your hammock slung 
ina garden of banana trees, or- 
chids. and hedges of brilliant 
multi-colored bougainvillea; your 
partner can participate in a group 
snorkeling exploration of an un- 
derground river or a cenote. While 
you are sauntering through a co- 
lonial plaza. bantering with 
Maya-speaking women for a 
good price on exquisitely embroi- 
dered shirts and dresses, or while 
vou visita 16th Century cathedral 
or regional museum: your partner 
can descend into one of the larg- 
est underground networks in the 
world, either by scuba diving into 
well-known labyrinths of blue 
water or by climbing down into 
the dry, Gothic-like subterranean 
constructions of cave galleries. Or 
both! 

Later. you unite for the cus- 
tomary two-hour late lunch and 
an adventure of exquisite culinary 
diversity. Will you chose seafood, 
thick range-feed beef steak, or a 
mouth-watering cochinita pibil, a 
traditional dish of the zone? Will 
you feast on an incredibly tender 
beefsteak seasoned with recado 
blanco or dine on Chachacua ta- 
males that have been slowly 
wood-smoked and baked in an 
underground oven? Only the 
brave will try the Xec (“shek”), 
which literally means scrambled, 


arefreshing and very hot fruit rel- 


ish that contains chopped jicama, 
tomato, and mandarin; bitter or- 
ange juice, cilantro, a little bit of 
sugar, salt and blended habanero 
chilies. 

Partners with bipolar tastes 
may also decide to visit the rustic 
under-developed archaeological 
site at Oxhintok, and take a side 
trip to the town of Calcehtok 
where the descent is by ladder into 
the 60-foot opening of the subter- 
ranean passages of the Grutas de 
Xpucíl caves, thought to be the 
biggest in the world. Make sure 
to hire local Mayan guide Roger 
Cuy who has been leading explo- 
rations for fifty years and knows 
all the galleries. Take a few pic- 
tures at the entrance and then let 
your partner take a three-hour 
descent and physically-challeng- 
ing return from these depths. For 
the unaccustomed, a three-hour 
cave exploration is physically 
exhausting. Perhaps it should be 
limited to one hour? 

In any case, in the meantime, 
ask where you may find the local 
chronologist or area historian, 
treat him to a couple of drinks or 
refreshments and listen to the fas- 
cinating history of the local 
Mayas. Ask about how the Indi- 
ans would hide and have their 
ceremonies and rituals deep in 
caves, away from the priests; how 
during the War of the Castes they 
hid there to avoid persecution or 
death. Ask about the history of the 
henequen plantations. Your jour- 
ney can't resist taking a different 
perspective henceforth. 

Drive to nearby Oxkentok. 
Have a local beer, a mescal, or a 
balche —originally made of water 
taken from the balche tree, but is 
now a mixture of water and honey 
that is allowed to ferment. Read 
or take a nap in one of the garden 
hammocks of Amilcar Ceh Cih, 
proprietor of a Restaurante Sil- 
vestre, an open-air restaurant. 
Oxkentok is a typical Maya vil- 
lage where one can see many 
casas de huauo o paja, the Maya- 
style house with the thatch roof. 

Before sunset, reunite with 
Roger Cuy and your spouse in 
time for a leisurely walk through 
the jungle to an unexcavated

Xpucil cave opening. Just before 
the sun drops below the horizon, 
swallows will start to ‘dive bomb’ 
from the sky to enter and sleep in 
the caves during the night. When 
you least expect it, thousands of 
brown bats will emerge from the 
dark hole in a swirling tornado of 
beating wings, shooting into the 
air and streaming over the vast 
green carpet of tropical forest be- 
low, eventually dissipating into 
individual scavengers for insects 
and fruit. What one might antici- 
pate as a scary encounter with 
nature, is a breathtakingly memo- 
rable reminder of the immensity 
of our world and the interdepen- 
dency of all creatures. 

For family members with 
strong lungs, walk down into the 
oxygen-starved main gallery of 
Las Grutas de Balam Kanche. Its 
largest vaulted gallery has a huge 
center column where the stalag- 
mites and stalactites meet. This 
main cave gallery was used for 
ceremonies where the ancient 
Maya would leave offerings and 
hold rituals because 1t was be- 
lieved to be the mouth or the en- 
trance to their underworld. Au- 
thentic Mayan offerings can still 
be seen where they were dis- 
played in the early part of the last 
millennium. 

The government of Yucatan 
has compiled an inventory of al- 
most two thousand cenotes and 
caves. Photographers, nature-lov- 
ers. cave-divers, explorers, and 
the average tourist, have few re- 
strictions except to respect and 
help preserve these amazing spec- 
tacles of nature. | am not a cave- 
enthusiast, but I enjoyed an ama- 
teur visit to two very different 
grottos and enjoyed these vastly 
dissimilar experiences...and I'll 
never forget the bats.

Joseph and the Amazing 
Technicolor Dreamcoat (José y su 
maravilloso saco tecnicolor de 
sueños) se abrió el pasado sábado 
en el Center of the Creative Arts 
en San José. El musical, presen- 
tado por American Musical The- 
atre, tiene un elenco fantástico, 
decorados elaborados y un colo- 
rido vestuario. El problema es que 
las innovaciones al espectáculo 
hacen que nos preguntemos ¿Qué 
le pasó a José? 

La obra, fue la primera cola- 
boración musical de Tim Rice 
(letras) y Andrew Lloyd Webber 
(música). Fue escrita como una 
cantata (obra musical de canto) 
para niños en 1967, año en que el 
grupo más famoso, mundialmente 
era “Los Beatles” y en Los Es- 
tados Unidos, Elvis hacía desma- 
yarse a las muchachas, cuando en 
sus conciertos giraba su pelvis. La 
gran popularidad del “Rock and 
Roll” inspiró a Webber a escribir 
la música de José en estilo de 
Rock. La cantata tuvo tal acep- 
tación de parte de la audiencia, 
que se siguió repitiendo. Poco a 
poco se fueron agregando nuevas 
canciones y ritmos, entre ellos: 
estilo vaquero (Western), estilo 
francés y calypso. 

El libro está basado en la 
historia bíblica de José. 
su padre, tenía 12 hijos. Diez con

segunda dos: José y Benjamin. De 
todos sus hijos, José era su pre 
ferido. José tenía la habilidad de 
interpretar sueños. Él aceptaba 
dicha habilidad como un regalo 
de Dios. Sus hermanos le teman 
tal envidia que, el día en que Ja 
cobo le regaló un saco tecnicolor, 
con todos los colores del arcoiris.
